( ii ) state on the shipping bill , the description , quantity , name of the manu 

facturer , brand name and such other particulars as are necessary for 

the determination of the rate and amount of refund ; and 
( iii ) furnish the Customs Collector with a copy of the shipment invoice or 

any other document giving details of the description , quantity , value , 

name of manufacturer and brand name of the goods under shipment, 
6 . Tmc- limit for rotund daim - No payment of refund shall be made under 
these rules unless the shipper preters his claim for refund within six months from 
the date of entry for shipment duly supported by evidence of compliance with 
the provisions of these rules .
